| Suggestion Offered to Allow 


Social Security Recipients 
To Earn More Money 


WASHINGTON—A suggestion that 
persons, over 65 be . allowed to earn 
money without having to give up their 
monthly social security income -was 
made by Rep. Williams (D-Miss). 

Generally “speaking, undèr present 
law if a person receiving regular so- 
cial sepurity payments earns more than 
$75 in a month at some job he must 
give up his social security income for 
that month. 

There are these exceptions—if the 
employment is not covered by social 
security or if the person is over 75. 

Williams said he plans to introduce 
a bill which would abolish this limita- 
tion on social security recipients. 

“These people are placed in an in- 
tolerable situation,” Williams told a 
reporter. “If they work they must 
give up annuity payments which they 
have earned and for which they have 
paid. If they don't work, they are 
reduced to' peonage—they can't live 
on what they get.” 

Social security payments range from 
a minimum’ of $25 monthly to $85 
monthly, the average being around $42. 
Payments are made to persons who 
have -made regular social security con- 
tributions in the form of payroll de- 
ductions and who retire upon reaching 
the age of 65. 

Certain types of employment are 
not covered by social security, al- 
though Congress in recent ‘years has 
extended the act to cover most jobs.
